From the Word thus explain'd, I proceed to 
the Grounds, upon which we may fairly ſuf— 
ect Men'Gzver bange. And indeed they 
have ſo Notably 'diſtinguiſh'd themſelves of 
late, by their Notions of Religion and Go- 
verument, by their Moderation and Mode/ty, 
by their Libels, and the Leaders they have 
Lifted under, that tis hardly - poffible' to 
miſtake them for any other Sort of Men. 
And firſt, with reſpect to Religion. 
The Church of England, High as it is, 
ſtands upon the Word of Gop, and the 
practice of the Pureſt Times: And by the 
moſt Learned Proteſtauts Abroad was, and 
is Celebrated, as the Beauty of Holineſs, 
in Doctrine, Worſhip, and Government. 
When therefore, we ſee Men for Reforming 
away theſe primitive Glories, and for Strip- 
ping her to the Skin : when we ſee them for 
Bringing down. Jeruſalem, down even to the 
Samaritan Model, under Pretence of Eu- 
larging the Protefant Interet, We may 
juitly-conclude them very Moderate Friends 
to the Conſtitution of our Church. There 
never was, nor never will be, a Religion per-

But theſe, it 
ſeems, are Vain Words for the Safety of the 
Church, againſt ſome Modern Arrians : They 
can creep through all her Fences, to pluck 
off her Grapes, and ſubſcribe thoſe Confe/ons 
of Faith, which the Old Arrians con d not 
And againſt. their plain, obvious Senſe, ſwal. 
low them in a Meaning they in their /ingular 
Wiſdom ſhall think moſt Agreeable to Scrip. 
ture: A Wiſdom, which no Oaths can hold, 
and as Deſtructive of Common Honeſty, as 
it is of the Chriſtian Faith. From ſuch turn 
away : For who can queſtion, whether ſuch 
Subſcribers, and their Patrons, were it in 
their Power, wou d not Bind the ſfrong Man, 
and then /pozl hrs Houſe, and make it a Den 
of Thieves. But becauſe it wou'd be tedious 
to dwell diſtinctly upon each of the Parties 
diſaffected to our Church, I ſhall point them 
out under theſe general Remarks. W

When you ſee Some for calling in queſtion 
the Canon of Scripture, or Canoni ing their 
own Imaginations, and writing bitter things 
againſt Creed, and Creed. makers, and the 
moſt Celebrated Fathers of the Primitive 
Church: And Others, for debaſing the Chri- 
flian eMmiſtry, and vilifying that Order of 
Men, as Dangerous and Unholy, or Uſeleſs 
and Infignificant ; and ſetting Clergy againſt 
Clergy, and the Lazeiy and Diſſenters againſt 
them all: When you find Proteſlaut to be 
a precious Word and the 'Shibbolethof a Tribe, 
and under this Denomination many Saints, 
that wou d not have paſs d for CHritiaus in 
the firſt Ages; and you hear this ſtrange 
Heterogeneous Body 10 zealouſly eſpous'd by 
Them, who have made Shipwrack of Faith, 
and a good Conſcience; that you cannot ſay a 
juſt or Civil Thing of the Hfabliſb d Church, 
but preſently you are for Uu Churching the 
Proze/tants Abroad, or Reflecting upon the 
Toleration at Home: And laſtly, When you 
ſee Men directing their Malice, and empty- 
ing their Quivers againſt the TW Unive ſi- 
lies, the Famous Nurſeries of true Religion 
and Loyalty, and never ill-ſpoken of, but 
by Thoſe, who were never , ibem, or a Nu- 
Her B ſance

ſance to them ; Where you diſcover any of 
theſe Symptoms in a high Degree, you may 
fairly conclude, That the Leproſie of "Forty | 
One cleayeth unto them to this Day, and 
that they are Given 70 Change, not only in 
reſpe& to the Government of the Church, Þ 
but to That of the S/aze alſo; which was the 


other Particular. 


And here I need not ſay much: For he 
that fears the Lord upon Church of England 
Principles, cannot be a Rebel to the Hate, 
becauſe he fears the King out of Conſcience, in 
Obedience to the Lord, by 2whom Kings reign. 
And therefore, when you hear the People 
take God's Name in vain, and fay, By Us Kings } 
reign, you may be ſure that ſuch People are 
great Dealers in publick Confuſion. For 
lince the Powers that are, are from them. 
They may diſpoſe of their On Anointed 
as the Humour takes them. This is the 
Scheme of ſome Changers, and it is deſtruc- 
tive of all Government; for the People are 
both Judge and Party, Supreme and Subject:

Again, where you find it a Maxim, That 
nothing leſs than a Toga/ Subve nſion of Go- 
vernment can juſtify Re/iSZance, and yet the 
Maxim-Makers ſpeaking Evil of Dignities, 
when not one Civil Right is invaded, and 
haranguing up the People againſt 7 bo/e in Au- 
thority, by throwing Folly or Treachery upon 
all their Adminiſtration, and then leaving 
the Iſſue of their Eviliſpeaking, with great 
Reſignation, to the Will of the Lord: When 
you hear the Cry of Popery reviv'd, the Old 
Signal to Rebellion; and 'Revivd too at a 
time, when we have all the poſſible Security 
againſt it that Law can give, and this Secu- 
rity ſtrengthned alto, by a Perfect Friend/hip 
between the Houſe of Hanover and our Gra- 
cious Sovereign, hd has nothing ſa much 
at Heart as Her Religion. In a word, when

It is evident upon the leaſt Refle&ion, 
that Man is made for Social Life, and if the 
Good of Society, the,greatelt. of Worldly 
Ends, cannot he obtain d without Obedience 
to Lawful Authority, It is as evident, that 
Rebellion is a Sin againſt the plain Light of 
Reaſon, And lit is ſo frequently, ſo lh, and 
upon ſuch dreadful 
ably Forbidden by the Word of Gap, that! 
due be bold to ſay, That Fornication and 
Perjury, or the Breach of any of the Ten 
Commandments, may be as plaubly de- 
fended from Scriptute,: as Rebellion. And, 
conſequently, before a Man can entertain a 
Thought of lifting up his Hand againſt the 
Lord's s Anointed, and of lay big his Gountry 
in: Bloadcand Confufion, 15 muſt be Pre- 
ſumptuous and Conſummate Sinner, and 
therefore ripe for the Divine Venue 
But Secondly, 6

tion Of the Law, but violates the very Au- 
thority ofthe Lau-giver and wõotid detirrune 
GoD himſelif- B/ Poier that hep urr 
gralain d f OD, and by bim Ningirbign; 
and therefore to Fight againſt that Deputed 
Vifible: Authority, by: Which tlie Supreme 
Lok Dof all Things governs the Kingdoms 
of the Earth, is as directly Fighting againſt 
GoD,as the Reſiſting a Vice- Roy is Reſiſting 
the King. And will not the Almighty Vifit 
for ſuch a Sin; a Sin that flies ſo directly in 
his Face? Will he not avenge his own Vice- 
gerents, and pour down-Vials full of Wrath 
upon the hairy —— of ſuch a One as goeth 
on ſtill in this Audaoious Wickedneſs, and 
who will not have Go himfelf to be King, 
but by Contract?

geance And 155the Rebetdals Guilty;! that 
woy'ddigup the Foundatiof of Government 
and Civil Happineſs? That wou'd turn the 
Moral World into Chaos and Auarohy, into 
2 Wildernefs:of Savages he Wats of Na- 
tion againſt Nation male indeed a Horrid 
Waſt of Blood and Treaſure; but ſtill the 
Social Eife is cultivated, the Foundation of 
Government ſtandethlſure; Whereas Rebel 
lion, not only makes the ſame or greater De- 
vaſtation, but alſo makes Noot aud Branch. 
Work with Government it ſelf, and disbands 
Society: intd a Pack of Robbers and 'Cut- | 
Throats. For ifi one Subject may take up 
Arms againſt his Sovereign, another may 
Dethrone Him, and a third Him, and fo on: 
From whence would follow ſucha wild Scene 
of ſucceflive Miſery aud Confufion; that 
Imagination it ſelf cannot paint a wilder. 
If then the Go of Love and Order has 
provided Jo welt for the Hood of all his Crea- 
tures, and ſo ſtubliſſyd the Material World, 
that it cannot be unoued ſurely the hasrmot 
built the Social World, or the Rappibeſs of 
nm, upon ſo fandyc A — 
„ert the 
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the Caprice of the People, that it may be 
moved at any Time. And if thoſe Actions 
ire moſt Pleaſing to God, which are molt 
peneficial to us; and thoſe the moſt Offen- 
ye, which are moſt Pernicious to the Pub- 
lick : Then we mult conclude, that ſuch as 
go about with Lies to diſturb the Common 
Peace, and to turn, not only the Houſe of 
Go, but the whole Kingdom once more into 
a Den of Thieves, ſhall not go unpuniſh'd; 
He will miſerably deſtroy thoſe Wicked Men. 
And if we conſult either the Sacred or Pro- 
phane Records, we ſhall find more Conſtant, 
and more Tragical Judgments upon Rebels, 
than upon any other ſort of Men; inſomuch 
that the Qbſeryation ſeem'd Common, even 
to a Proverb, Had Limri Peace, who /lew 
his Mater? 2 Kings 9. 31. 

But if this Extraordinary Sudden Cala- 
muy, threatned by Solomon, as the Judicial 
Conſequence of Faction, will not deter you 
from Medling; conſider ſome few of the Na- 
tural and Ordinary Conſequences of Engage- 
ing with theſe Men of Change : And Firſt, 
with reſpect to their Temporal Concerns.

And when the Little Head is Touch d with 
Politicks, the Pragmatical Thing is above 
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its Trade, and ſtreigitway forgetteth what 
manner of Man he was: By the help of his 
own Glaſs, a warm Imagination, and a weak 
Judgment, with ſome wretched Papers, he 
looks Wile enou gh in his own Eyes, to Coun. 
ſel the Counſellors, and Teach the Senators 
Wiſdom: He can hold forth for ever upon 
the Reaſons of Peace and War, of Treaties 
and Alliances, and what not? He can diſſeg 
the Government to a Hair, and lay open 
ev'ry ill· affected Part, and direct to a Cure: 
He can foreſee a Turn of Affairs, and the 
Downfall of This and That Great Man; but 
cannot ſee the Pit before him, and that he is 
Tumbling into a Jayl; for all the While his 
Eyes are ſo taken up i the Eudt of the 
Earth, every thing at Home is neglected, 
and overlook d in the height of his Specula. 
tions: The Debts grow on, and the Shop 
grows cold, and his Trade has made it ſelf 
Wings, and fled away. And of this Tort of 
State Fools, whoſe Wiſdom for the Publick 
has cloath'd them in Rags, we have great 

Abundance. _ 1 
Confider likewiſe before you embark in 1 
Faction, that the Men you are going over to, 
notwithſtanding their Cry of Moderation, are 
us'd to run ſuch Intolerable Lengths, when 
| up- 
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or perpetuate their ill-gotten Power, and do 


1aye behind them ſuch Monuments of Waſt 


and Corruption in the Body Politick, that 
like a Conſuming Fire, or a Sweeping Peſti- 
lence, they will hardly be forgotten to the 
rhird or Fourth Generation of the True 
Lovers, either of GOD or their Country. 
And be you well aſſur d, that the Uſurpers, 
when once in Power, will do as much to ſup- 
preſs factious Principles, as ever they did to 
encourage them. Witneſs that Firſt- Born 
of Uſurpers, Commell, who was ſo heartily 
tired with the Changers of his Time, that 
cou'd he by his Witchcraft but have gain'd 
over the Royal Party, he wou'd have pull'd 
down the Sectaries that rais'd him, and ſet 
up the Church he pulld down, which he 
plainly ſaw was the only ſure and certain 
Friend to Government. 

Again, By giving into a Faction you are 
in the greateſt Danger of being Abus'd in 
your Judgment. For the Men, who make 
no Conſcience of Rebellion, will never ſtick at 
Lying; becauſe they can never hope to carry 
their Point without it. They muſt defame, 
and blacken, and dreſs up thoſe in Power 
like Beaſts of Prey, before they can ſet on 
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the People to Worry them. And hen you 
have deliver d up your Mind to the Im. 
preflians of Men, who have not known the 
Way of Truth: When the moſt Beneficent 
Deſigns are defil d by filthy Dreamers, and! 
the faireſt Actions deform'd by an Evil 
Tongue, and nothing comes before you in its 
Native Colour, you will find it almoſt im. 
poſſible to ſee through theſe Party+ftains and 
Miſrepreſentations, and to form a Right 
Judgment againſt your Affections. You'll } 
believe as the Faction teacheth, and then 
indeed you are fit for Popery, and prepard 
to ſwallow Contradictions as big as Tranſub. 
ſtantiation : Prepard to believe, that the 
QuEEN can be worſe than her Word, and 
do a hard Thing to any of her Subjects: To 
believe, that Paying off the publick Mortgage, 
Reducing ourExpences, Improving our Com- 
merce, andEaſing ourTaxes, is to Oppreſs and | 
Ruin us: To believe, that Non-Refiſtance 
is Dangerous to Government, and that Ex- 
tortioners, Occaſtonaliſis, Changers, and ſuch | 
as fear neither the Lord nor the King, are 
the Trueſt Friends to the Proteſtant Suc- 
ceſlion, and to the Church and Monarchy as 
by Law eſtabliſh d. But not to inſiſt longer 
upon the natural Conſequences of giyinginto 
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2 Faction, I muſt tell you, in the/laſt place; 
that from being Abus d in your Judgment, 
you are in the ready way to be Debauch d in 
your Morals; and to. be Seduced from one 
Wickedneſs to another, till you are gradu- 
ally prepar d to commit all Iniquity with 
Greedineſs ⸗ pat tts f 
[ make no queſtion, but many of the Men 
of Change, in the late Rebellion of Infu- 
mous Memory, thought verily with Hagael, 
when they firſt engaged, that they cou'd 
never come to be ſuch Dogs, as to do the 
things they came to do at laſt. They were 
made to believe, that Popery and Tyranny 
were at the Door, and their Liberties and 
Properties all at Stake; and ſo joynd Hand 
in Hand, with a deſign only to preſerve their 
Rights, and the Proze//an? Religion. But 
by walking in the Counſel of thoſe ſeducing 
Spirits, and by lending an Ear to their Godly 
Pretences, and inceſſant Lies and Slanders, 
they were Train'd on from one degree of 
Wickedneſs and [mpudence to another, till 
in their own Conſcience they were gone too 
far to be forgiven, and ſo at length came to 
{it in the ſeat of the Scornful, and to com- 
mit and juſtify the moſt horrid Rebellion, 
that ever was committed, ſince that of the 
De- 
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Devil and his Angels, Af then you haye 
any Value for your Lives and Fortunes, for 
your Underſtanding, Faith and Morals . 
As you wou d not make Shipwrack of what. 
ſoever things are True, whatſoever things 
are Honeſt, whatſoever things are Juſt, 
whatſoever things are Pure, whatſveyer 
things are Lovely and of good Report: In 
ſhort, as you wou d enjoy the: pleaſures of 
Peace, of a ſtable Judgment, anda quiet Mind: 
Fear the LoRD and the QUEEN, and med. 
dle not with them thai are given 10 Change. 
And thus I have laid before you, what it is 
to be Grven to Change, and upon what Grounds 
we may fairly ſuſpect Men to be /o given; 
and Secondly, what it is to Meddle with 
theſe «Men of Change, and the Dangers we 
run by ſo doing. NW 
And now conſidering the Conſtitution of 
our Government, and the Diſpoſition of our 
Goyernour, and the Circumftances we are 
in, One woud think, there cou d be no com- 
plaining in our Streets, not a Breath of Diſ- 
content ſtirring, not ſuch a Human Monſler 
in all Great Britain, as a Man given 10 
| Change. For the Government is the moſt 
| caſy and beſt temper'd:Yoke that can be put 
upon the Necks of Subjects: and the Go- 
Ver- 
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vernour of that true Moderation and Supe- 
riour Sweetneſs, that if ſne cannot Charm 
the Hrange Children, ſhe muſt Cloath them 
with Shame, and make 4 Nepublicau, if 
poſſible, in Love with Mlenarchy. For by 
the help of her Gop fe hath leaped over a 
Yall, and wrought a moſt Glorious Peace 
out of Darkneſs, aud Difficulties Ainoſt In- 
ſuperable : She Ras provided us with all the 
means of Happineſs, and now Teayes it en- 
tirely to us, how to make our ſelves Safe and 
Happy, and Scorns any erb GCumrransy, 
but the Divine Providiente, ana the Loyalty 
and Affection of her Peopls 9 

I/hat Reward then ſball aue give untò the 

Lord and his Vice-gerent, for all the Bene- 
fits they have done unto us? The beſt return 
of Gratitude we can make, is to poſſeſs our 
Souls with a Warm and Lively Senſe of 
the Bleſſings we enjoy, and the Hands by 
which the divine Providence is pleas'd to 
diſpence them : Thankfully to acknowledge 
the Wiſe and Gracigus Adminiſtration of 
her MajzsTY and her Miniſters, and by 
our Prayers and Practice as heartily to en- 
deavour the Quiet and Happineſs of our So- 
vereign, as the does that of her Subjects. 
And in order to this, let not Groundleſs Jea- 
louſies 
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louſies and Party- e Be pate Named. a. 
mong you, as: becumeth Saints As becom. 
eth the Genuine Sons of the moſt Primitive 
and Loyal Church of, Byg/and:: And for 
ſuch as have been deceiv d by vain Words, 
and led into Faction, by Pride or Envy, Am. 
bition or Covetouſneſs, or any other Temp. 
tation, let chem create Joy in Heaven and 
Earth, by a timely Repentance and Loyalty. 
Let all Bitterneſs; and Wrath, and Anger, 


and Clamour, aud Evil-ſpeaking be put away 


one lo another, Tender-hearted, Forgiving 


one another, even as God for Chriſis Sake 


hath Forgiuen you. 
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
